Preamble. - WHEREAS it is expedient further to amend the 
Calicut University Act, 1975 , for the purpose hereinafter appearing:

The basic wages mentioned above are equated to 91 points of the Con . 
sumer Price Index Numbers (New series of base 1970) Published for Erna 
kulam Centre by the Director, Bureau of Economics and Statistics, Trivandrum , 
the authority appointed under clause (C ) of Section 2 of the Minimum Wages 
Act, 1948 and as per notification No. 13115 /E1/ 74 /LBR dated 14-6-1975 . 
: - In addition to their basic wages the employees shall be paid variable 
Dearness Allowance per month at the rate of 125 paise per point in excess 
of 91 points of the Consumer price Index Numbers of new series of base 
1970—100 of the Ernakulam Centre . 

IV . The daily wages for categories in respect of which monthly wages 
have been fixed shall be calculated by dividing the monthly wages (Basic 
wage and Dearness Allowance ) of the respective categories by twenty -six . 

V. Customary payments in kind shall be continued to be paid wherever 
they are in vogue at present. 

VI. Adolescents will be paid 75 % of the monthly or daily wages and 
Dearness Allowance for adults. 

In case employees anywhere are actually in receipt of higher wages than 
the Minimum Wages fixed they shall continue to get the benefit of such higher 
wages .

THE KERALA TAX ON EMPLOYMENT (AMENDMENT) 

ACT, 1977 


An Act to amend the Kerala Tax on Employment Act, 1976 . 

Preanble.- WHEREAS it is expedient to amend the Kerala Tax 
on Employment Act, 1976 , for the purposes hereinafter appearing; 

BE it enacted in the Twenty - eighth Year of the Republic of 
India as follows:-- 

1. Short title and commencement.-- (1) This Act may be called 
the Kerala Tax on Employment ( Amendment) Act , 1977 . 

( 2 ) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 13th 
day - of June, 1977: 

2. Amendment of section 2. - In section 2 of the Kerala Tax 
on Employment Act, 1976 (14 of 1976 ) (hereinafter referred to as the 
principal Act), after clause (e ), the following clause shall be inserted ; 
namely :-- 

" (ee) " employer" , in relation to an employee earning any 
salary or wages under him , means the person who is responsible for 
the disbursement of such salary or wages and includes the head of 
office of an establishment as well as the manager or agent of the 
employer ;" . 

3. Substitution of new sections for sections 5 to 12.--- For section 3 
5 to 12 of the principal Act, the following sections shall be substituted , 
namely : 

" 5. Employer s liability to deduct and pay tax on employment 
on behalf of the employees . The tax on employment payable by 
any person earning a salary or wage . shall be deducted by his 
employer from the salary or wage payable to that person before 
such salary or wage is paid to him , and such employer shall , 
irrespective of whethe such deduction has been made or not before 
the salary or wage is paid to such person , be liable to pay the tax 
on employment on behalf of such person : 

Provided that, where the employer is an officer of Government, 
the Government may, notwithstanding anything contained in this 
Act, prescribe the manner in which such employer shall deduct and 
remit the tax on employment payable by the persons of whom he 
j. the employer. 
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6. Registration and enrolment.- (1 ) Every employer (not being 
an officer of Government) liable to pay the tax on employment under 
section 5 shall obtain a certificate of registration from the assessing 
authority in the prescribed marmer . 

(2 ) Every person liable to pay the tax on employment (other 
than a person earning salary or wages, in respect of whom the tax 
on employment is payable by his employer) shall oblain a certificate 
of enrolment from the assessing authority in the prescribed manner. 

(3) Every employer or person required by this section to 
obtain a certificate of registration or enrolment shall , within thirty 
days from the date of commencement of the Kerala Tax on Employ 
ment (Amendment) Ordinance, 1977 , or within such further period 
asmay be notified by the Government in this behalf or if he was not 
an employer , or, as the case may be,wasnot engaged in any profession , 
art, calling or business on that date , within thirty days from the 
date on which he becomes an employer or, as the case may be, from 
the date on which he engages in any profession , art , calling or business , 
apply for a certificate of registration or enrolment, as the case may be , 
to the assessing authority in the prescribed form , and the assessing 
authority shall, after making such inquiry as it deems necessary , 
grant him such certificate. 

(4 ) Every person referred to in sub -section (2 ) shall apply for 
a revised certificate of enrolment to the assessing authority in the 
prescribed form within thirty days of his becoming liabie to pay 
tax on empioyment at a rate higher or lower than that specified 
in the certificate of enrolment, and the assessing authority shali , 
after making such inquiry as it deems necessary . grant him a revised 
certificate of enrolment. 

(5) The assessing authority shall mention in every certificate 
of enrolment the amount of the tax on employment payable for a 
half- year and the date by which and the place at which and the 
person to whom such tax on employment shall be payable ly the 
holder of such certificate, and such certificate shall be deemed to be 
a notice of demand for the purposes of this Act. 

(6 ) Where an employer or a person liable to apply for a 
certificate of enrolment has wilfully failed to apply for the cectiticate 
of registration or the certificate of enrolment , as the case may be .. 
within the required time, the assessing authority may , after giving 
him a reasonable opportunity of being heard , impose on irin a 
penalty not exceeding twenty rupees for each day of delay in the 
case of an employer and not exceeding five rupees for each day of 
delay in the case of any other person . 
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(7) Where an employer or other person has deliberately given 
false information in any application made under this section , the 
assessing authority may , after giving him a reasonable opportunity 
of being heard , impose on him a penalty not exceeding one thousand 
rupees . 

7. Returns.- (1 ) Every employer who has obtained a certificate 
of registration under this Act shall furnish to the assessing authority 
within fifteen days of the expiry of every half- year , a return in 
the prescribed form showing therein the salaries and wages paid 
by him and the amount of the tax on employment deducted by him 
in respect thereof, during that half- year. 

(2 ) Every such return shall be accompanied by a treasury 
chalan in proof of payment of the full amount of the tax on employ 
ment due according to the return , and a return without such proof 
of payment shall not be deemed to have been duly filed . 

(3 ) Where an employer has wilfully failed to file such return 
within the required time, the assessing authority may , after giving 
him a reasonable opportunity of being heard , impose on him a 
penalty not exceeding five rupees for each day of delay . 

8. Assessment of employers. -- (1) If the assessing authority is 
satisfied that the return filed by an employer under section 7 is 
correct and complete , it shall accept the return and assess the tax 
on employment due from that employer in accordance with such 
return . 

(2) If the assessing authority is not satisfied that a return 
referred to in sub -section ( 1 ) is correct and complete, it shall serve 
on the employer a notice requiring him , on a date specified in the 
notice, to attend in person , or through an authorised representative, 
and to produce accounts and papers in support of the return . 

( 3) The assessing authority shall, on examination of the 
accounts and papers produced in compliance with the notice 
under sub - section (2 ), assess the amount of the tax on employ 
ment payable by the employer . 

(4 ) If the employer fails to comply with the terms of a 
notice under sub -section (2 ), or if in the opinion of the assessing 
authority the accounts and papers are incorrect or incomplete or 
unreliable, that authority shall, after such inquiry as it deems 
fit , assess the tax on employment due , to the best of its judgment. 

(5 ) If an employer has wilfully failed to get himself registered 
or being registered has failed to file any return , the assessing authority 
shall, after giving the employer a reasonable opportunity of being 
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heard and after holding such inquiry as it deems fit, pass an order 
assessing the amount of the tax on employment due, to the best of 
its judgment. 

(6 ) When any tax on employment is due from an employer 
in consequence of any order passed under this section , the assess 
ing authority shall serve upon the employer liable to pay such 
tax , a notice of demand in the prescribed form specifying the sum 
so payable and the time within which and the person to whom it 
shall be paid 

9. Power to assess in case of escape from assessment. - If for 
any reason any employer or other person liable to pay the tax on 
employment has escaped assessment in any half- year , the assess 
ing authority. may , at any time within three years from the date 
on which such person should have been assessed , serve on such 
person a notice assessing him to such tax and demanding payment 
thereof within such time as may be specified in the notice, and 
the provisions of this Act shall, so far as may be , apply as if the 
assessment was made in the half- year to which such tax relates . 

10. Payment and recovery of tax on employment. - Any 
amount specified as payable in a notice of demand or in a certificate 
of enrolment or in a notice under section 9 shall be paid within 
the time specified in the notice of demand or in the certificate of 
enrolment or in the notice , as the case may be, and any employer 
or other person failing so to pay shall be deemed to be in default . 

11. Mode of recovery. - Without prejudice to any other mode 
of recovery , the arrears of tax on employment payable and the 
penalty imposed under this 

Act may 

recovered under the 
provisions of the Revenue Recovery Act for the time being in force 
as if it were an arrear of public revenue due on land. 

12. Penalty for non -payment of tax on employment. - If an 
employer who holds a certificate of registration or a person who 
holds a certificate of enrolment fails without reasonable cause to 
make payment of any amount of the tax on employment due from 
him within the time specified in the notice of demand, the assessing 
authority may , after giving him a reasonable opportunity of being 
heard , impose on him a penalty not exceeding fifty per cent of the 
amount of the tax on employment due from him .” . 

4. Amendment of section 13. - In section 13 of the principal 
Act, - 

(a ) in sub -section (1), for the words and figures " in the notice 
of demand served under section 10 " , the words " in a notice of 
demand or other notice issued under this Act" shall be substituted ;

THE KERALA DEBT RELIEF ACT, 1977 


An Act to provideßrelief from indebtedness to certain persons in the State of Kerala . 

Preamble. — WHEREAS it is expedient to provide relief from indebtedness 
to certain persons in the State of Kerala ; 

BE it enacted in the Twenty-cighth Year of the Republic of India as 
follows : 

1. Short title, extent and commencement:-(1) This Act may be called the 
Kerala Debt Relief Act, 1977. 

(2 ) It extends to the whole of the State of Kerala . 

(3 ) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 13th day 
of January , 1977. 

2. Definitions.-- In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires , - 

(1) "appellate authority " means an appellate authority appointed 
under section 6 ; 

(2) " creditor" shall include the heirs, legal representatives and assigns 
of the creditor; 

(3 ) " debt" means any liability in cash or kind , whether secured or 
unsecured , due from or incurred by a debtor on or before the date of com 
mencement of this Act, whether payable under a contract, or under a 
decree or order of any court, or otherwise , and subsisting on that date , but 
does not include 
* (a ) any sum payable to 
(i) the Government of Kerala or the Government of India or the 

Government of any other State or Union Territory in India or 
any local authority; or 
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( ii) the Reserve Bank of India or the State Bank of India or any 

subsidiary bank within the meaning of clause (k ) of section 2 
of the State Bank of India (Subsidiary Banks) Act, 1959 or the

(j) any debt or debts due to a widow at the commencement of this

the debt or debts so due, does not exceed ten thousand rupees. 
Explanation . For the purposes of this sub -clause, the house in which the 
widow lives, her wearing apparel or similar personal belongings shall not be

instalment as may be agreed upon in writing by a majority of the 

non -prized subscribers: 
Provided that if there are more foremen than one and one or more of 
such foremen is or are living and is or are not disqualified to conduct the chitty 
or kuri, the chitty or kuri shall not be deemed to have terminated if there is 
provision in the variola or vaimbu or kuripattika enabling the remaining 
foreman or foremen to conduct the chitty or kuri or if the non -prized sub 
scribers agree by a special resolution to the conduct of the chitty or kuri by 
the remaining foreman or foremen ; or 

(1) any debt due to any banking company as defined in the Banking 

Regulation Act, 1949; or 
(m ) any amount due on account of any goods to a financier who 

financed the purchase of such goods and whose principal business 

is to finance the purchase of goods; or 
(n) any sum advanced for the purposes of agriculture by any insti 

tution receiving financial assistance from the Agricultural Re 
finance and Development Corporation established under the 
Agricultural Refinance and Development Corporation Act, 1963. 
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Explanation 1. - For the purposes of this clause, 
(i) the liability of a surety who is a debtor shall be deemed to 

be a debt within the meaning of this Act, notwithstanding 
that the principal debtor is not a debtor for the purposes of 

this Act ; 
ü ) where a debt has been split up in any manner whatsoever, whether 

before or after the commencement of this Act, and fresh 
documents have been executed in respect of different portions 

of the debt, each such different portion shall be a debt. 
Explanation II . - Where the debt is a liability in kind , the value of the 
commodity shall be commuted at the market rate prevailing on the date on 
which the debt was incurred ; 

(4 ) "debtor" means any person whose annual income does not 
exceed three thousand rupees, from whom any debt is due , but does not 
include 

(i) any person from whom debt or debts exceeding three 

thousand rupees (excluding interest) is or are due ; 
(ii) a firm registered under the Indian Partnership Act, 1932, or a 

company as defined in the Companies Act, 1956 , or a corpora 
tion formed in pursuance of an Act of Parliament of the United 

Kingdom or of any special Indian Law , 
Explanation.-- For the purposes of this clause , the term “ person ” shall 
include a family; 

(5 ) " family" means a Hindu undivided family or a Marumakka 
thayam tarwad or tavazhi or an Aliyasanthana kutumba or kavaru or 
a Nambudiri illom ; 

. (6) " interest ” means any amount or other thing paid or payable 
in excess of the principal amount borrowed or pecuniary obligation incurred ,

(9) " principal amount" means the amount originally advanced 
together with such sum , if any, as has been subsequently advanced , notwith 
standing any stipulation to treat any interest as principal and notwithstand 
ing that the debt has been renewed or included in a fresh document, whether 
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by the same debtor or by his heirs , legal representatives or assigns or by any 
other person acting on his behalf or in his interest, and whether in favour of 
the same creditor or his heirs, legal representatives or assigns or of any other 
person acting on his behalf or in his interest; 

(10 ) " Tribunal” means a Tribunal constituted under section 5. 

3. Discharge of debt. - Notwithstanding anything contained in any other 
law for the time being in force, or in any contract or other instrument having 
force by virtue of any such law , or in any decree or order of court, with effect 
on and from the commencement of this Act 

(a) every debt and the interest thereon payable by a debtor to a 

creditor shall be deemed to be wholly discharged ; 
(b ) no civil court shall entertain any suit or other proceeding against 

a debtor for the recovery of any debt or part of a debt or any 

interest thereon ; 
(c) all suits and other proceedings ( including appeals, revision 

petitions, applications for review , proceedings for attachment 
and execution proceedings) pending at such commencement 

against any debtor for the recovery of any debt shall abate: 
Provided that nothing in this clause shall apply to 
(i) the sale of any movable property conducted and concluded 

before the commencement of this Act ; 
( ii) the sale of any immovable property confirmed before such 

commencement : 


Provided further that where a suit or other proceeding is instituted jointly 
against a debtor and any other person , nothing in this section shall apply to 
the maintainability of such suit or other proceeding in so far as it relates to such 


other person ; 


(d) every debtor undergoing detention in a civil prison in execution 
of any decree for money passed against him by a civil court in respect of any 
debt shall be released ; 

(6) everymovable property pledged by a debtor before the commence 
ment of this Act shall stand released in favour of such debtor and the 
creditor shall be bound to deliver possession of such property to the debtor ; 

(f) every mortgage executed by a debtor in favour of a creditor shall 
stand redeemed and the creditor shall be bound to deliver possession of the 
mortgaged property to the debtor. 

Explanation 1.- In this section , the term suit shall not include a claim 
to a set off made in a suit instituted by a debtor. 


Explanation II. - For the purposes of this section , a suit in which a decree 
in respect of a debt is prayed for shall be deemed to be a suit for the recovery 
of the debt notwithstanding that other reliefs are prayed for in such suit, 
and a decree shall be deemed to be a decree in respect of a debt notwith 
standing that other reliefs are granted in such decree : 

Provided that suit or decrec for possession of land shall not be deemed 
to be a suit for recovery of, or a decree in respect of, a debt by reason merely 
of mesne profits being also prayed for or included in such suit or decree. 


Explanation III. — Nothing in this section shall debar a decree-holder 
from enforcing reliefs other than in respect of a debt, where the decree contains 
independent reliefs. 


Explanation IV . - Nothing in this section shall be construed as entitling 
any debtor to the refund of any part of any debt or interest thereon already 
repaid by him or recovered from him before the commencement of this 
Act. 


4. Reconveyance of property.- (1) Any debtor entitled to the delivery of 
possession of any property under clause (e) or clause (f) of section 3 or any 
other person on behalf of such debtor may apply to the Tribunal within 
three months from the commencement of this Act or within such further 
period as may be notified by the Government in this behalf, for such delivery 
of possession . 


( 2) On receipt of an application under sub -section (1) , the Tribunal 
shall make necessary inquiries in respect of such application and, if it is satis 
fied that the applicant or the person on whose behalf the application has been 
made is entitled to the delivery of possession of the property mentioned in the 
application , it shall, by order, direct the person in possession of such property 
to deliver possession thereof to the applicant or to the person on whose behalf 
the application has been made, within a period of thirty days from the date of 
service of the order : 


Provided that no order under this sub -section shall be made unless the 
person in possession of the property has been given a reasonable opportunity 
of being heard . 

(3) Every order made under sub -section (2 ) shall be served on the 
person for whom it is intended, - 

(a ) by delivering or tendering it to that person ; or 

(b ) if it cannot be delivered or tendered to that person , by delivering 
or tendering it to any officer of such person or any adultmember of the family 
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of such person or by affixing a copy thereof on the outer door or some conspi 
cuous part of the premises in which that person is known to have last residedjor 
carried on business or personally worked for gain ; or 

(c) failing service by any of these means, by registered [post. 

(4) Any person aggrieved by an order of the Tribunal under sub 
section (2 ) may, within a period of thirty days from the date of service of the 
order, prefer an appeal to the appellate authority , and the decision of the 
appellate authority , on such appeal shall be final and shall not be called in 
question in any court of law : 

Provided that before taking a decision on the appeal, the appellate autho 
rity shall give the opposite party an opportunity of being heard . 

(5) Where an order under sub -section (2) has not been complied with , 
and 

(a) an appeal has not been preferred within the time allowed 
for such appeal; or 

(b ) an appeal having been preferred has been dismissed , 
the Tribunal shall cause the property, to which the order relates to be 
delivered to the debtor by putting him in possession of that property. 


5. Constitution of Tribunals.- (1) The Government may, by notifica 
tion in the Gazette, constitute for such area as may be specified therein a 
Tribunal for the purpose of performing the functions of a Tribunal under 
this Act. 

(2) A Tribunal shall consist of a sole member who shall be an 
officer not below the rank of Tahsildar appointed by the Government. 

6. Appointment of appellate authorities.- (1) . The Government may , by 
notification in the Gazette, appoint for such area as may be specified therein 
an appellate authority for the purposes of this Act. 

(2 ) An appellate authority shall be an officer not below the rank of 
Revenue Divisional Officer . 


7. Powers of Tribunal and appellate authority.— (1) Every Tribunal and 
every appellate authority shall have the powers of a civil court while trying 
a suit under the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908 (Central Act 5 of 1908), in 
respect of the following matters, namely : 

(a) summoning and enforcing the attendance of any person and 
examining him on oath ; 
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(b ) requiring the discovery and production of any document ; 
( c) any other matter which may be prescribed . 

(2) The decisions of the Tribunals and the appellate authorities under 
this Act shall have the force of a decree of a civil court. 


8. Legal practitioners not to appear before Tribunals and appellate authorities. 
Notwithstanding anything contained in any law for the time being in force , 
no legal practitioner shall be allowed to appear in any proceedings before a 
Tribunal or an appellate authority under this Act. 

9. Burden of proof. - Notwithstanding anything contained in any law 
for the time being in force, in any suit or other proceeding, the burden of 
proving that a debtor is not entitled to protection under the provisions of this 
Act shall be on the creditor. 

10. Bar of jurisdiction of civil courts.—No civil court shall have juris 
diction to decide or deal with any question or to determine any matter which 
is , by or under this Act, required to be decided or dealt with , or to 
be determined by, the Tribunal or the appellate authority . 

11. Act to over- ride other laws, contracts, etc. The provisions of this Act 
shall have effect notwithstanding anything inconsistent therewith contained 
in the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908 (Central Act 5 of 1908 ), or in 
any other law for the time being in force, or in any custom , usage or 
contract, or in any decree or order of a court or other authority . 

12. Power to make rules.- (1) The Government may, by notification 
in the Gazette, make rules for carrying out the purposes of this Act. 

- (2) Every rule made under this Act shall be laid , as soon as may 
be after it is made, before the Legislative Assembly while it is in session 
for a total period of fourteen days which may be comprised in one session 
or in two successive sessions, and if before the expiry of the session in which 
it is so laid or the session immediately following, the Legislative ssembly 
makes any modification in the rule or decides that the rule should not be 
made, the rule shall thereafter have effect only in such modified form or be 
of no effect, as the case may be ; so however that any such modification or 
annulment shall be without prejudice to the validity of anything previously 
done under that rule.

An Act to provide for the taking over in the public interest of the management of the 

undertaking of the Kerala Grandhasala Sangham , with a view to ensuring the 
proper working of that Sangham and for matters connected therewith or incidental 
thereto . 

Preamble. - WHEREAS in the interest of the libraries in the State and 
in the public interest it is necessary to provide for the taking over of themanage 
ment of the undertaking of the Kerala Grandhasala Sangham by the State 
for a limited period with a view to ensuring the proper working of that Sangham 
and for inatters connected therewith or incidental thereto ; 

BE it enacted in the Twenty-eighth Year of the Republic of India as 
follows: 


CHAPTER I 


PRELIMINARY 


1. Slurt title and commencement.- (1) This Act may be called the Kerala 
Grandhasala Sangham ( Taking over of Management) Act, 1977. 

(2 ) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 16th day 
of March , 1977. 
2. Definitions. In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires -- 
(a ) " articles of association " means the articles of association of the 

Grandhasala Sangham ;

TAKING OVER OF MANAGEMENT OF THE UNDERTAKING

3. Board to take over management of the undertaking of the Grandhasala 
Sangham .-- (1) The Governmentmay, by notified order, appoint a body of 
persons (hereinafter referred to as the Board Control ) to take over the 
management of the undertaking. 

(2 ) The Board a Control shall consist of a Chairman and such 
number of other members not exceeding ten as the Government may think 
fit , to be appointed by the Government. 

(3) The Government may , either in the notified order issued under 
subsection ( 1) or in a subsequent order, specify that one or more of the 
members of the Board of Control shall be full- timemember or full tiine members 
thereof. 

(4) The term of office of the procedure to be followed in the discharge 
of their functions by, and themanner of filling vacancies among the members 
of the Board of Control shall be such asmay be prescribed .

4. Effect of notified order issued under section 3 .- (1) On the issue of a

Secretaries and Treasurer and other members of the governing council, 
members of the executive committee and members of the district committees 
and taluk union committees shall be deemed to have vacated their offices, 
as such ; 

(b) the Board of Control shall alone be entitled , notwithstanding 
anything contained in any law for the timebeing in force, to exercise all the 
powers of the governing council, executive committee, district committees 
and taluk union committees ;

(2 ) . Subject to the other provisions contained in this Act and to 
the control of the Government, the Board of Control shall take- such steps 
as may be necessary for the purpose of efficientlogmanaging the affairs of the 
Grandhasala , Sangham and shall exercise such other powers and have such 
other duties as may be prescribed . 

5. Contracts in bad faith , etc.,may be cancelled or varied . Without prejudice 
to the provisions contained in section 4 , the Board of Control may , with the 
previous approval of the Government, make an application to any court 
having jurisdiction in this behalf for the purpose of cancelling or varying any 
contract or agreement entered into at any time before the issue of the notified 
order under sub -section (1) of section 3, between the Grandhasala Sangham 
and any other person , and the court may , if satisfied after due enquiry that 
such contract or agreement had been entered into in bad faith and is detri 
mental to the interest of the Grandhasala Sangham , make an order cancelling 
or varying (either unconditionally or subject to such conditions as it may think 
fit to impose ) that contract or agreement, and the contract or agreement 
shall cease to have effect or, as the case may be, have effect subject to such

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6. No right to compensation for termination of office.--Notwithstanding 
anything contained in any law for the time being in force, no person who 
ceases to hold any office by reason of the provisions contained in clause (a ) 
of sub -section (1) of section 4 shall be entitled to any compensation for the 
loss of office: 

Provided that nothing contained in this section shall affect the rigat of 
any such person to recover from the Grandhasala Sangham moneys 
recoverable otherwise than by way of such compensation. 

7 Applicability of Kerala Non-trading Companies Actand Articles of Association. 
(1 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in the Kerala Non - Trading Com 
panies Act, 1961 (42 of 1961), the Articles of Association of the Grandhavala 
Sangham shall stand suspended for the period during which the notified 
order under sub -section (1) of section 3 is in force . 

(2 ) Subject to the provisions contained in sub -section (1) and to the 
other provisions contained in this Act and subject to such exceptions, 
restrictions and limitations, if any, as the Government may, by notification 
in the Gazette , specify in this behalf, the Kerala Non -trading Companies 
Act, 1961 (42 of 1961), shall continue to apply to the Grandhasala Sangham 
in the samemanner as it applied thereto before the issue of the notified order 
under sub- section (1) Pof section 3. 

8. Conditions of service, etc., of existing employees.- ( 1) Every officer or 
other employee employed , immediately before the date of the notified order 
under sub- section (i) of section 3 , in connection with the affairs of the under 
taking shall, during the period in which such notified order is in force, hold 
hisoffice by the sainc tenure, at the same remuneration and upon the same 
terms and conditions and with the same rights and privileges as to gvatuitý 
and other matters as he would have held under the Grandlasala Sangham 
if such notified order had not been issued . 

(2) Where the Grandhasala Sangham has established a provident, 
superannuation , welfare or any other fund for the benefit of its officers and 
other employees, such fund shall, with effect on and froin the date of the 
notified order under sub -section (1 ) of section 3 , stand transferred to , and 
vested in , the Board of Control. 

9. Power of Government to cancel order notified under section 3. - If at any 
time it appears to the Government on the application of any member of the 
Grandhasala Sangham or otherwise that the purpose of the notified order 
under sub-section ( 1) of section 3 has been fulfilled or that for any other reasor 
it is not necessary that the order should remain in force, the Government may

11. Duty to furnish particulars.--- The Grandhasala Sangham shall, within 
ten days from the date of the notified order under sub -section (1) of section 3 
or within such further period as the Government may allow in this behalf, 
furnish to the Board of Control a complete inventory of all the properties and 
assets ( including particulars of booklets and investments and belongings) 
of the Sangham at the commencement of this Act and of all the liabilities 
and obligations of the Sangham subsisting at such commencement and also 
of all agreements entered into by the Sangham and in force at such commence 
ment. 


12. Powers of inspection .---(1) For the purpose of ascertaining whether 
any property is the property of the Grandhasala Sangham or for any other

(a ) to enter and inspect any premises ;

14. Limitation on prosecution . - No court shall take cognizance of an 
oflence punishable under this Act except with the previous sanction of the 
Government or of an officer authorised by the Government in this behalt. 

15. Protection of action taken under the Act.- No "suit, prosecution or 
other legal proceedings shall lie against the Government or the Board of 
Control or any member thereof or any other person for anything which is 
in good faith.done or intended to be done under this Act. 

• 16 . Over-riding effect of Act. The provisions of this Act or any rule 
or order made thereunder shall have effect notwithstanding anything 


incorsistent therewith contained in any law other than this Act or any 
instrument having effect by virtue of ảny law other than this Act. 

17. Payment of remuneration and expenses out of the funds of Grandhasala 
Sangham . - All salarics , allowances and other remuneration paid to the 
Chairman and other members of the Board of Control or any other person 
who may be appointed or employed in connection with the affairs of the 
managernent of the Grandhasala Sangham and all other expenses duly 
incurred in connection with such management shall be paid out of the funds 
of the Grandhasala .Sangham . 

18. Power of Government to give directions.--Notwithstanding anything 
contained in the foregoing provisions of this Act, the Government may give 
such directions to the Board of Control, as the Government may deem fit , 
for the proper management of the undertaking of the Grandhasala Sangham , 
and the Board of Control shall comply with such directions. 
19. 

Power to make rules.--(1) The Government niay, by notification 
in the Gazette, make rules to carry out the purposes of this Act. 

(2) Every rule made under this Act, shall be laid , as soon as may 
be after it is made, before the Legislative Assembly while it is in session for 
a total period of fourteen days which may be comprised in one session or in 
two successive sessions, and if, before the expiry of the session in which it is 
so laid , or the session immediately following , the Legislative Assembly makes 
any modification in the rule or decides that the rule should not be made, 
the rule shall thereafter have effect only in such modified form or be of no 
eflect, as the case may be ; so however that any such modification or annul 
frent shall be without prejudice to the validity of anything previously done 
under that rule. 

20. Power to remove difficulties.-- Ifany difficulty arises in giving effect to 
the provisions of this Act, the Government may, by order, as occasion 
requires, do anything not inconsistent with the provisions of this Act which 
appears to them to be necessary for the purpose of removing the difficulty : 

Provided that no such order shall be made after the expiry of two years 
from the commencement of this Act. 

21. Repeal and saving.-- (1) The Kerala Grandhasala Sangham 
( Taking Over of Management) Ordinance, 1977 (11 of 1977), is hereby 
repcaled . 

(2 ) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or deemed to have 
been done or any action taken or deemed to have been taken under the said 
Ordinance shall be deemed to have been clone or taken under this Act.

THE ENGINEERING TECHNICIANS CO -OPERATIVE 
SOCIETIES (ACQUISITION AND TRANSFER OF 

UNDERTAKINGS) ACT, 1977 


An Act to provide for the acquisition of the undertakings of the Kerala 

State Engineering Technicians (Workshop ) Industrial Co -operative 
Society Limited S. Ind (ST ) No. 1 and the societies promoted by 
it and for matters connected therewith or incidental thereto. 

Preamble . — WHEREAS the Kerala State Engineering Technicians 
(Workshop ) Industrial Co- operative Society Ltd., S. Ind . (ST ) No. 1, 
a society deemed to be registered under the Kerala Co -operative 
Societies Act , 1969 , with the whole of the State of Kerala as the area 
of its operation , and having as its object the taking up and running 
of industrial projects with a view to providing employment opportuni. 
ties to engineers , technicians, etc., based on the concept of share 
participation -cum -employment (hereinafter referred to as the ENCOS) 
took up the implementation of a number of industrial projects; 


AND WHEREAS the ENCOS had promoted the registration of 
the Kerala Auto Industrial Co -operative Limited IND (EP ) No. 1 

Trivandrum , the Co-operative Scooters Limited IND (SP ) Na 2 , 
. Alleppey and the Co-operative Foundries Limited S. IND (P.) No. 46, 
Ottappalam (hereinafter referred to as the promoted societies ) for 
iingiementing the industrial projects undertaken by the ENCOS; 


AND WHEREAS the Government of Kerala and the Planning 
Commission which have been financing the said projects have come 
to the conclusion that on account of organisational, financial and 
managerial problems it has become impossible for the ENCOS and 
the promoted societies to implement the industrial projects under 
taken by the ENCOS; 


AND WHEREAS the functioning of the ENCOS and the promoted 
societies have come to a standstill on account of the financial crisis 
facing them and a substantial portion of the assets of the societies 

din kring idle . 


AND WHEREAS the continued existence of the ENCOS and the 
promoted societies is causing huge losses to those societies, which 
Are receiving financial assistance from the Government ; 

AND WHEREAS it is expedient in the public interest to dissolve 
the ENCOS and the promoted societies and to acquire their under 
takings with a view to making use of the assets and other facilities 
of such undertakings for productive purposes; 

BE it enacted in the Twenty -eighth Year of the Republic of 
India as follows:
